DESCRIPTION: This set is contained in a canvas, leather trimmed, 


carrying case, 17 1/2" x 13" x 6", It weighs 52 pourds. The 
canvas case has metal clasps on both sides and top, The 
instruments fit compactly into two removeable aluminum alloy 
trays which in turn fit inside a plain stainless steel sterilizing 
box, Each tray has metal loop handles for removing the tray from 
the sterilizing box, The instruments fit into racks and are 
held in place by spring wire clips. 

The Japanese characters on the case are interpreted as 
"Dissecting Appliance", It is the type, 3d year of Showa,,or 
1928,

bottom tray, 15 3/" x 11 1/2" x 1/2", which is used to hold and 
wash instrunents during the autopsy. This tray fits in the. bottom 
of the sterilizing box under the lower instrument tray. 
Included in this set are two tray hocks, (one missing) 

COLLENT: Although the iedeohaonté are of usual pre-war quality and 
type, this set is of interest because of its completemess and 
compactness, This case contains all the instruments necessary 
for a complete autopsy and is so arranged that it can be casily 
carried and used under field conditions,
